Convict Who 
Beat Up Guard 
Dies From Shot 


SAN RAFAEL, July 15—V. B. Pa- 
dula, San Quentin prisoner who was 
shot down by a prison guard yester- 
day while attempting to beat another 
guard to death with a piece of iron 
pipe, died early today. 

Homer G. Breakfield, the guard at- 
tacked by Padula, is under treatment 
in the prison hospital for severe lac- 
erations of the arms and scalp, caused 
by the blows administered by Padula. 

Padula wag shot by A. H. Leman, 
one of the guards patrolling the 
prison wall, as he was raising his 
iron for another blow at, Bréak- 
field, whom he was attacking in ‘the: 
prison yard. 

Padula’s attack on Breakfield grew 
out of a reprimand which the pris- 
oner had received earlier in the day. 
Padula will be ‘buried ‘in the prison 
cemetery. He wag serving a 14-year

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THE PLATFORM AND THE TARIFF 


In the party platforms of 1924 as in past politics and achiev- 
ments, the superiority of the republican party in practical and 


definite handling of public issues 


is once more illustrated. On all 


important issues the democratic platform is vague and evasive. The 


republician platform is direct and clear. 
There is an instance of this in declarations on the tariff. The 


republician platform comes out 


definitely for protection, design 


“to support the high economic level of life for the average fami- 
ly and to prevent a lowering to the levels of economic life prevail- 
ing sn other lands.” "The emergency agricultural tariff act of 1921 
and the general tariff act of 1922 are endorsed, with special 


mention of the flexibility clause which permits an increase or de- 


crease in rates to meet changed conditions. 


The democratic tariff 


plank is definite to the extent that it denounces the republican tariff 
law, but it is indefinite when it undertakes to tell where the, demo- 
cratic party stands. Here is the language used by the democrats: 
“Trade interchange, on the basis of reciprocal advantages 
to the countries participating: is a time-honored doctrine of demo- 
ratic faith. We declare our, party’s position to be in favor of a 
tax on commodities entering the customs houses that will promote 
effective competition, protect against mionopoly, and at the same 
time produce a fair revenue to support the government. 
Democratic platform makers “did not endorse the tariff act 


which the republicans repealed. 


If they had, there would be 


some definite meaning to their tariff plank. They remained silent 
on their only time-honored principle—that a protective tariff is 


unconstitutional—and introduces 


a new expression in democratic 


platform, “reciprocal &dvantages,” and advocate a tariff that 
will “promote effective’ competition,” but do not indicate what 
they consider “effective competition.”
